They  are  all  growing  on  our  own  grounds, 
dug  and  delivered  immediately,  NEVER  carried  in  storage 
or  out  of  the  ground  longer  than  time  needed  for  delivery. 
We  never  tie  tops  tightly  together  and  you  will  never  find 
broken  or  bruised  branches  on  Richards’  Gardens  ever¬ 
greens,  such  as  are  entirely  too  often  found  on  stock  less 
carefully  handled,  to  die  out  and  leave  unsightly  open  spots 
to  mar  the  beauty  of  the  tree. 

Prices  include  B&B  but  do  not  include  packing  which 
will  be  charged  at  actual  cost.  If  you  live  within  trucking 
distance  we’d  like  to  have  you  come  and  select  your  own — 
you  get  your  choice  of  several  thousands  of  trees,  also  save 
packing  cost — we  do  not  charge  for  bulk  loading  on  trucks. 

We  list  only  varieties  that  have  proven  dependable 
performers  in  our  difficult,  dry  climate.  Experienced  west¬ 
ern  planters  know  the  superiority  of  home-grown  stock, 
know  that  there’s  no  long  wait  for  home-grown  stock  to 
acclimate  itself  and  begin  to  grow,  know  that  it  starts 
quicker,  grows  faster,  is  hardier.
